Beginning in 1958. the

Thu' funds for these grants, 
with one exception, were re- 
ported on the foundation’s 
tax .returns from 1958 1 
through 1963 as anonymous 
cash contributions. The one 
exception was a $10,000 
contribution in 1961 from the 
i Price Fuud, a known CIA 
front.

It 
received $456,800 from CIA 
fronts between 1961 ancTl964 
and dispensed from that 
source at least $350,000. The 
beneficiaries were the 
Inte rnational Development 
Foundation ($50,000), the 
Ame rican Friends of the 
Middle East ($150,000) and 
the African-American Insti- 
tute ($150,000).
